getting the decision of the judges ami 


the referee after 15 slow rounds. 
There was never any more tugging 
and tusseliug and strange wrestling 
holds 
developed in a championship 
in these parts. After one good speeuy 
round, in 
which Wilson, 
otherwise 
Pauica, sometimes called the “ cheese 
champion,” showed a surprising burst 
of fistic fury, tnt affair settled down 
to a slow drag 
Greb has but one style of fighting 
and he fought that way to win the 
middleweight title. 
Ho mauled and 
mauled, his favorite system of maul­ 
ing being to clasp W ilson about the 
neck with his left and claw him with 
his right. 
W ilson is a ‘‘sidewheeler,” or left­ 
hander, and none too fast. 
He de­ 
pends largely on his left hand punch 
to the body, but while he landed it 
occasionally he could not hurt the 
nimble 
Pittsburgher. 
Wilson 
is 
methodical/' game and not brilliant. 
He did his best last night, no uoubt 
of that, but Greb won ail but two 
rounds and no one was surprised.

Athens, Sept. 1.— The Italian occu­ 
pation of Corfu 
has caused nation­ 
wide indignation in Greece. 
The Italian legation handed to the

nouncing that Corfu would be occu­ 
pied, and declaring that the measure 
is 
peaceful 
and 
tem porary.” 
The 
Italians had previously advised the 
Greek government that the Greek re­ 
ply to the Italian demands was un­ 
satisfactory 
aud 
that au ultimatum 
would be handed to Greece. 
Instead 
of 
the 
promised 
ultimatum, 
there 
came the announcement of the occu­ 
pation. 
Greece has appealed for interven­ 
tion by the league of nations under 
article 11 of the covenant to adjudi­ 
cate the dispute. 
Greece has also tel­ 
egraphed 
a 
protest 
to 
all 
powers 
against hostile arts and attacks on 
Greek subjects in all parts of Italy, 
notably at Rome. Milan, Trieste and 
Naples. 
The 
government has followed its 
protest to other powers by a proc­ 
lamation of m artial law* throughout 
the country. 
It is also reported that 
an order is being drafted to call all 
reservists to the color*.

Great Master of Popular Game 
Rs- 
sponsibie for Rechristening

It was an agreeable spectacle to wit­ 
ness Edmund Hoyle (the master of 
j whist, whose code of etiquette for the 
| game has been accepted for six genera­ 
tions) drive up to the Three Pigeons 
tavern at noon in his white hack ney 
coach with his emblem—the Ace of 
Hearts—blazoned on the panel. Hoyle 
was “a man of very speechless humor,” 
who was lured into the study <»f whist 
because *it was a silent game, says 
Christopher Morley, in “The Power of 
Sympathy.” 
Originally 
the 
game 
was 
called 
“w-hisk "; it was Mr. Hoyle who, by his 
continual utterance of the imperative 
and hushing monosyllable w hist! when 
gaming with those whose tongues were* 
apt to wag irrelevantly, caused the di­ 
version, at first only in sport, and then 
in genuine interest, to he rechristened. 
The mornings he spent in tutoring 
wealthy ladies in the rudiments of the 
fashionable game, this being the chief 
source of his income. 
He was very 
particular, moreover, as to the stand­ 
ing and rank of his pupils; he was 
much in demand and could afford to 
tak e only such students as satisfied

Costumes in Yucatan Are Much the 
Same Now as They Were 
in the Long Ago. 


The modern Yucatan lab orer has re­ 
tained the dress of his ancestor, wear­ 
ing 
crude 
sandals, 
white 
flaring 
trousers, a white jacket with a row of 
pockets along the b ottom seam, and a 
colored apron wound around ills hips 
and tucked in at the waist. 
ihe 
trousers 
are made 
of 
white 
dm;;, 
while cheaper trousers, work shirts 
and jackets are made from coarse, 
unb leached sheeting, locally known as 
"manta cruda.” 
The apron contains 
a little more than a yard of clotlg and 
Is made of ticking. 
The working women wear white 
dresses made from such materials us 
b leached sheeting, camb ric and long- 
cloth, and usually trimmed around the 
neck, 
armholes 
and 
b ottom 
with 
stamped 
flowered 
strips 
which 
are 
made especially for this trade. 
White 
drill and cotton are used for suitings 
for men’s clothing, b lue drill principal­ 
ly for suits of railway employees, dock 
lab orers and mechanics, and other 
articles for purposes similar to those 
of other countries. 
No statistics of the imports of cot­ 
ton piecegoods are availab le, b ut local 
conditions tend to give it considerab le 
importance and vohtme. 
The natives 
of Yucatan take particular pride in 
the neatness and cleanliness of their 
clothing, the ex tent to which this is 
carried out b eing dependent large'y 
on the economic conditions prevailing 
in the state.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


WRITER CHALLENGES 


BOSTON NEWS ITEM 


Some time ago, this phper received 
from a press agency and printed an 
article dated from Boston and head­ 
ed "Dodge Report 
in Christian Sci­ 
ence Litigation Filed,” which purport­ 
ed to be an account of the report tiled 
by the master in the suit brought by 
John V. Dittem ore to contefet 
his 
dismissal from the Board of Director* 
Of The First Church of Christ, Sci­ 
entist, in Boston, Massachusetts. Now 
the Committee on Publication of this 
Church has Issued a statem ent chal­ 
lenging the account in 
que s t i on 
as 
being extremely unfair. 
The state­ 
ment of this writer follows. 
"The account In question was most 
unfair in 
thut. while purporting to 
quote or state the m aster’s findings 
from the evidence as to why the ma­ 
jority of The Christian Science Board 
of Directors voted to dismiss Mr. Dit­ 
temore from this 
Board, it neither 
quoted nor stated the m aster’s main 
finding on this subject. 
The follow­ 
ing words are exactly quoted from the 
m aster’s report: ‘I find that the con­ 
trolling 
motive 
which 
induced 
its 
adoption by the defendants who voted 
for it was the desire on their part to 
remove the obstacle presented by the 
plaintiff's presence on the Board to 
their attempts to arrange a compro­ 
mise with ihe T rustees; though they 
acted 
the more readily under said 
controlling motive by reason of their 
willingness to disassociate themselves 
from a colleague with whom the could 
not agree and whom they did not 
like.' 
The reason thus explicitly as­ 
signed as ’the controlling" motive’ for 
the dismissal of Mr. Dittemore by his 
fellow Directors was neither quoted 
nor stated in 
the account 
against 
i which this protest Is made. 
"The account in question was also 
unfair in that it did not even men­ 
tion the controversy 
between 
The 
Christian Science Board of Directors 
and the late trustees of The Christian 
Science 
Publishing 
Society, 
or 
the 
plaintiff’s participation therein, which 
preceded his removal, although that 
controversy was continually mention­ 
ed by the master throughout his re­ 
port, and it 
w as 
the controversy to 
which he referred in the finding just 
quoted. 
The suit resulting from that 
controversy, brought by the Publishing 
Society trustees, was decided by the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts in 
favor of tBe Church Directors. 
‘‘Furthermore, the account in ques­ 
tion was also 
v ery unfair in that it 
contained nothing about the parts of 
the m aster’s report which disclosed 
Mr. Dirtemore’s attitude toward Mrs.

A man ap p eared before the magis­ 
tra te at the T ow er Bridge Police court 
charged with cruelty to a horse by 
mak ing it draw too heavy a load, and 
a discussion arose as to w hat w as the 
p rop er load for a horse. 
The Roy al Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals have en­ 
deavored to establish a rule tha t a 
horse should not be req uired to draw 
more than three times its own weight, 
but to the p erson who k nows any thing 
of draft horses such a load seems ex­ 
cessive. 
it m eans that a horse weigh­ 
ing 1,000 p ounds can be m ade to pull 
nearly a ton and a half. 
While this would not be at all. an 
excessive load on a well-paved, level 
road, it would be a fearful task for 
any horse to be ask ed to pull such a 
weight on a rough, hilly country road, 
say s London Tit-Blts. 
T he best authorities give it as their 
opinion tha t a common farm horse is 
only eq ual to a load of 1,500 weight, 
while a p ow erful dray or cart horse 
can p ull a ton. 
F or its weight, the horse Is an ex­ 
cellent p uller, and can beat alm ost any 
other anim al excep t a mule. 
T he ele­ 
p hant, for Instance, finds a load of 
2 % tons about all that it can manage, 
although that rnay not be more than 
a half of its body weight. 
On the 
other hand, it is a very excep tional 
horse that can travel m ore than 05 
miles w ithout a rest and a feed, but 
the elep hant, and also the camel, can 
exceed that distance considerably .

RETAIN DRESS OF ANCESTORS 


Costumes in Yucatan A rt Much the 
Same Now as They A'ere 
in the Long Ago. 


The modern Yucatan laborer has re­ 
tained the dress of his ancestor, wear­ 
ing 
crude 
sandals, 
white 
flaring 
trousers, a white Jacket with a row of 
pockets along the bottom seam, and a 
colored apron wound around his hips 
and tucked in ai Hie waist. 
The 
trousers are made 
of 
white duck, 
while cheaper trousers, work shirts 
and jackets are made from coarse* 
unbleached sheeting, locally known as 
"manta cnida." 
The apron contains 
a little more than a yard of cloth, and 
Is made of ticking. 
The working women wear white 
dresses made from such materials as 
bleacher! sheeting, cambric and long* 
cloth, and usually trimmed around the 
neck, 
armholes 
ami 
bottom 
with 
stamped 
flowered 
strips 
which are 
made especially for this trade. 
White 
drill and cotton are used for suitings 
for men’s clothing, blue drill principal­ 
ly for suits of railway employees, dock 
laborers and mechanics, and other 
articles for purposes similar to those 
of other countries. 
No statistics of the imp rts of cot­ 
ton piecegoods are available, but local 
conditions tend to give It considerable 
importance and v oh line. 
The nam * 
of Yucatan take particular pride In 
the neatness and < i« anllnes-s of their 
clothing, the extent to Which this is 
carried out bfeidg dependent largely 
on the economic conditions prevailing 
In the state.

A man appeared before the magis­ 
trate at the Tower Bridge Pollee court 
Charged with cruelty to a horse by 
making it draw too heavy a loud, and 
a discussion arose as to what was the 
proper load for a horse. 
The Royal Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to Animala have en­ 
deavored to establish a rule that a 
horse should not be required to draw 
more than three times its own weight, 
but to the person who knows anything 
of draft horses such a load seems ex­ 
cessive. it means that a horse weigh­ 
ing I jAXX) pounds can be made to pull 
nearly a ton and a half. 
While this would not be at all an 
excessive load on a well-paved, level 
road, it would be a fearful task for 
any horse to be asked to pull such a 
weight on a rough, hilly country road, 
says London Tit-Blts. 
The best authorities give it as their 
opinion that a common farm horse is 
only equal to a load of 1,500 weight 
while a powerful dray or cart horse 
can pull a ton. 
For its weight, the horse is an ex­ 
cellent puller, and can heat almost any 
other animal except a mule. The ele­ 
phant, for Instance, finds a load of 
2% tons about all that it can manage, 
although that may not be more than 
a half of its body weight. 
On the 
other hand, it is a very exceptional 
horse that can travel more than 05 
miles without a rest and a feed, but 
the elephant, and also the camel, can 
exceed that distance considerably,
